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NOTE 

While  all  articles  herein  listed  distinctly  use  the 

psychologic  approach  to  whatever  problem  is  being  dis- 
cussed, there  is  a  marked  change  and  continuous  growth 
in  the  psychologic  emphasis  and  insight  Beginning 
with  1915  the  viewpoint  is  distinctly  shifted  to  that  of 
the  Freudian  Psychoanalysts,  whose  concepts  are  used 
and  defended,  also  with  growing  clarity  and  consistency. 
The  earlier  articles  do  not  often  contradict  psychoanaly- 
tic theory.  They  simply  ignore  it  as  being  still  imknown 
or  inadequately  understood  by  the  author.
